The present hard-and-fast uniform rule keeps millions of dollars 
out of the public treasuries because taxpayers do not make full re ­ 
turns on personal property. 
P ersonal property—and particularly In­ 
tangible property—is so easily secreted o r taken out of the state, that 
Ohio taxing districts lose an im mense revenue from this source.
